After all organized attempts of 
insurrectionists to march to tie 
Winter Palace had failed a large 
body of Cossacks was turned 
loose by the authorities against 
50,000 people standing in the 
streets, with orders to kill 
without mercy. The murderous 
command was obeyed to the 
letter. The carnage which fol- 
lowed has no parallel in modern 
records. The fierce horsemen 
cut down with their sabers all 
within reach. Those who fied 
were shot at with revolvers and 
carbines. This outrage has 
stirred up a storm throughout 
Russia. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 23, 4:45 a. 
-—[By Atlantic Cable.] St. Peters- 
burg is sleeping quietly at this hour, 
worn out by the excitement of a long, 


day. Laborers and spectators have 
long since left the streets, and the 
military and police have had little to 
do for hours beyond driving off riotous 
bands of irresponsible young roughs, 
bent on marauding, and dispersing 
groups of too demonstrative Socialists 
or Liberals returning from protracted 
meetings where their minds were fled 
with incendiary speeches. 

Since midnight the Russian capital 
has been as peaceful as it was the pre- 
ceding night, but in the palace square 
and in all the principal streets and 
open places throughout the town, 
bivouac fires are gleaming and infant- 
rymen sleeping near their stacked 


rifles, or marching hither and thither. 


Cavalrymen on wearied horses are pa- 
trolling the squares. No further firing 
has been heard, and no more reports 
of collisions have beén received. A 
renewal of rioting is not expected until 


j late in the morning, if at all today, for 


the strikers are thoroughly wearied by 
yesterday's event, and will be inclined

to walt until the military precautions 
have somewhat relaxed. 

It is impossible even now to esti- 
mate at all closely the casualties of 
the day. The exact numbers perhaps 
never will be known. 


WITH THE DARKNESS.

AT VASSILIOSTROV BARRICADES.

cades were constructed on Vassilios- 
trov Island, where fighting oocurred

FIGHTING RESUMED, 
SAYS LONDON MAIL.

ONDON, Jan. 23.—({Exclusive Dis- 

patch.} The Daily Mail's St. Pe- 

tersburg special, dated January 23, 
4 a.m., says there are 2000 dead in the 
streets' and 5000 wounded in the hos- 
pitals, and still the workmen of St 
Petersburg are fighting the soldiers of 
the Czar. 

On every hand is heard the word 
“revolution.” The mob, smashed at the 

driven from their barricades 
with appalling slaughter, ridden over, 
sabered and shot and beaten, rallied in 
the evening, and is again streaming 
out Nevsky Prospect in the direction of 
Moscow Station. It is no longer the 
submissive crowd that submitted to be 
shot and slashed in the morning. Many 
of them have obtained arms, and the 
rifle fire of the troops is being answered 
with pistol shots. They are smashing 
windows and destroying property ali 
along their way, and it is believed that 
it the soldiers are not able to stop them 
thev will reach Knitcheff Palace, which 
is the residence of Grand Duke Sergius 
Alexandrovich. The whole city is in an 
uproar. Nobody knows what daybreax 
will reveal. 

Since yesterday morning, the ap- 
proaches of the bridges across the 
Neva have been shambles. There are 
50,000 soldiers fighting the risen popu- 
lace; against them is an incaliculabic 
mob. 

On every hand is heard cries of “Lib- 
erty, fraternity and equality.” The 
students that have joined workmen 
started the “Marseillaise,” and in a 
hundred dreadful particulars the eariv 
scenes of the French revolution are 
being repeated in frozen St. Peters- 
vert pody of strikers determined to 
r ch the Czar at his retreat at Tsar- 
koe-Selo. They streamed out along the 
en- 


countered a regiment of cavalry, which 
charged them, and a sanguinary con- 
flict ensued. The strikers were driven 


‘back, but the Czar was alarmed by 


the nearness of the conflict, and has 
fled on the capital express to Peter- 
hof, on the Gulf of Finland. 

During the rioti.g in front of the 
Winter Palace the Dowager Empress 
was hurried out through the rear of 
the palace, and, guarded by a regi- 
ment of Cossacks, escaped to Tsarkoe- 
Selo. It is not know. whether she ac- 
companied the Czar to Peterhof. 

The rioting started in the morning. 
The workmen, accor. ag to the promise 
made by Father Gopon, attempted to 
go to the Winter Palace, despite the 
order that they should not be per- 
mitted to assemble there. Every ap- 
proach to the palace square was guard- 
ed by troops. In the working class dis- 
trict afd on Vassilioistrov Isiand work- 
men gathered by tens of thousands. 

At first the Cossacks tried to ride 
through the crowds, and so scatter 
thm. The horses could not be forced 
poke vp Then the troops smote the 
people with whips, but the crowd ad- 
vanced and drove the first soldiers 
back toward the bridge. Four troops 
of Cossacks were thus forced back. At 
this stage, they were not willing to 
shoot. 

There was a monster of 
workmen on the island, and from that 
meeting they emerged, détermined to 
force the passage of the bridges.

_ Professional Men. Try to 
Prevent Bloodshed.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 22.— 
[By Atlantic Cable.] Two hun- 
dred journalists and profession- 
al men met in this city, Satur- 


day evening, to discuss means to 


avoid bloodshed. A committee, 
consisting of the authors Khar- 
senieff, Gorky, Annehsky and 
Gessen, several professors and 


workmen's advocate, Ke- 


drim, was appointed to inter- 
view Minister of the Interior 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky. They ar- 
rived at the Ministry of the In- 
terior at 10 o'clock last night, 
but were received coldly, the 
officials there declaring that it 
was impossible for them to see 
the Minister that night. The 
committeemen announced their 
intention to wait until the Min- 
ister would see them, but they 
were persuaded to see Assist- 
ant Minister Rydoffsky, who 
resolutely refused to call Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky and tronical- 
ly told them they would better 
persuade the workmen to aban- 
don their plans of a procession 
to the palace. 

Thus rebuffed, the committee 
proceeded to M. Witte’s resi- 
dence. M. Witte received them 
affably, and offered them tea, 
‘which they declined. Having 
heard them, M. Witte expressed 
himeelf with great sympathy, 
but maintained that all meas- 


ures had been decided without 


consulting him, adding: “I am 
nothing in the administration.” 

M. Witte then referred them 
to Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky, 
regretting his inability to do 
anything, and advising them to 
get the demonstration aban- 
doned. He said the workmen had 
taken a wrong course, which 
was incompatible with autocra- 
cy. The Emperor could only re- 
ceive a deputation by it ap- 
pealing through the proper 
channels. He then telephoned to 


Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky and 


tried to persuade him to receive 
the committee. The Minister, 
however, still declined, and the 
deputation departed, 


Late tonight, at a conference 


of editors of St. Petersburg 
newspapers, it was agreed to 
address to the censors a protest 
against the censorship of the 
day’s events, and it was also 
resolved to send a deputation 
to negotiate with the Work- 
men's Union regarding the re- 
sumption of work by the print- 
ers.

JEWS EXTENDING 


BENEVOLENT WORK. 


HE Hebrew people of Los Angeles 

have decided to make special efforts 

to extend their work of charity and 
heipfylness through the agency of the 
Hebrew Benevolent Association and 
the Kaspare Cohn Hospital Association. 
On account of the constant influx of 
poor Jewish people from the old coun- 
try, who are seeking in America an 
asylum from oppression, both of these 
asdociations have been called upon for 
extensive aid during the past year, and 
the movement now on foot is to in- 
terest all the members of the race in 
this city to the extent of becoming 
members or contributors to these so- 
cieties. 

Yesterday afternoon a meeting of 
the Kaspare Cohn Hospital Club 
was held at Synagogue Beth Israel, 
to discuss measures for help for the 
hospital. Arrangements were made for 
a ball next Sunday night in Turner 
Hall. This club is composed of giris 
and young ladies, and during the past 
year it has contributed several hundred 
dollars to the hospital support. The 
officers are: President, Miss Dora Gold- 
ring: vice-president, Miss Rose Becker; 
secretary, Miss Rose Coplan; treas- 
urer, Miss Jeannette Spindler. 

The report of the Kaspare Cohn Hos- 
pital has just been issued, and it 
shows that during the past year 
ninety-three patients have been admit- 
ted to the hospital. Of these eighty-one 
have been dischargei, and eight. re- 
main. Only four patients died during 
the year, and ali of these were ad- 
vanced chronic cases before being ad- 
mitted. The ages of patients has 
ranged from 2 to 66 years. Dr. P. New- 
mark is the physician in charge. 

It is the intention of the hospital! as- 
sociation to sell its present site and 
buildings and to remove to some point 
of easy access just outside the city 
limits. This movement is made neces- 
sary so that tubercular patients may 
as under existing city 
this cannot now be done.

The Hebrews wish to care for their own 
people as much as possible, and they 
feel that they cannot discriminate 
against patients of this character. 
work of the Hebrew Benevolent 
Association has been extensive, and its 
records show that within the past year 
than three hundred persons 
have received aid through its activi- 
ties.

It is notable that 
there is scarcely a case where help is 
called for a second time, and many of 
those who have come to Los Angeles 
destitute now wéll, and In 
& me cases have established businesses 
for themeelves. 


THE ANTI-BOYCOTT BILL. 

{Fresno Morning Republican:}] It is 
hardly probabie that Senator Railston’s 
anti-boycott bill will pass the present 
Legisiature, and yet it would ssem 
that if the subject is to be legislated 
upon at all it might as well be done 
in some such thoroughgoing way. The 
thing to be stopped is not the abuse of 
the boycott, but the boycott itself. It 
ought ‘not to be a question how far 
boycotters can go in pursuance of 
their efforts to interfere with the ac- 
tions of others; they should not be 
permitied to go at all. If boycotters 
disturb the public peace, obstruct the 
public highways, assail individuals or 
destroy property, these things are 
crimes in themselves, regardless of 
their boycotting purpose. But the 
boycott itself ought to be made illezal, 
even if the methods used to promote 
it are otherwise unobdjeciionable. A 
boycott is a concerted attempt to pre- 
vent @ person not a parity tothe 
agreement from doing a thing which 
he has a legal right to do. This is the 
exact point of difference between a 
boycott and a strike, and is the rea- 


son why a strike, even in an unjust. 


cause, is usually legal, while a boy- 
cott, even for a laudable purpose, is 
properly illegal. A_ sirike is an act 
on the part of employés which they 
have a right to do. A boycoti is an 


attempt to prevent an outsider from 
a? thing which he has a right to 
do. hen a ton-union man tries to 
work, or an “unfair” proprietor under- 
takes to ¢ontinue in business, the thing 
they are doing is not a wrong, but & 
right. It is not the business of the 
law to stand impartial between tose 
who are exercising a right and those 
who are assailing that right. The gov- 


ernment must protect, unconditionally, 


those who are exercising the right, 
and suppress, unconditionally, those 
who are trying to commit a wrong. 
The popular idea has been that these 
boycotts are a sort of Industrial. pr'ze 
fight, and that it is the business of the 
government to stand as an impartial 
referee to prevent hitting below the 
belt or other foul tactics, but otherwise 
to let the better fighter win. The ex- 
act contrary is the case. The man 
who assaults another on the street 
commits exactly the same crime, 
whether he fights fair or foul. The 
fighting itself is the wrong. The same 
analogy may be applied to strikes and 
boycotts, A strike or a lockout is a 
contest into which peopie have a right 
to enter, and when they are in it the 
only concern of the government is to 
see that the contesiants fight fair. A 
boycott or a blacklist is an assault 
which neither party has a right to 
make on the other, and ii is the busi- 
ness of the government to see to it 
that it is not made at all. The ptohi- 
bitions of Senator Ralston's bill apply, 
of course, with equal force to blacklists 
as well as boycotts. The offense is 
identical and merely has two names, 
according to which side commits it.

OF IMMIGRATION. 

The question of immigration is one 
that will probably soon receive the at-. 
tention of Congress. There are signs 
that the people are becoming some-| 
what restive on this question. As long 
as work was plentiful, and Uncle Sam 
could give every man a farm, those 
who came to share the prosperity of 
the young republic were welcomed, but 
when jobs are scarce and the available 
public land nearly all taken up, it is 
quite natural that the native-born 
should begin to look askance at the 
crowds of foreigners who land every 
day at Castle Garden. 7 

At a recent meeting of the Su 
Club, in Los Angeles, J. J. Byrne read 
an interesting article on “The Condi- 
tions of National Development, as 
Modified by Diversity of Races.” He 
presented the following table, showing 
how :the sources of our immigration 
has changed of late:

In 1903, by the way, the immigration 
to this country had risen to the im- 
immense number of 900,000. Mr. Byrne 
mentioned that last year 222,000 of 
these people went back from the United 
Siates to Europe, so that our net 
immigration is not so large as would 
at Grset appear. It ict probable, how- 
ever, that many of these people merely 
went back on a visit, and will return. 
During a big stri-- in Chieago last 


tates happened to be unusually low, 
some of the men on strike who had a 
Mttle bank account figured that’ they 
could take a trip to Europe and spend 
a few months with their friends at a 
cost not exceeding their expenses on 
this side. 

From these figures it will be seen 
that whereas, up to 1902, 66% per cent. 
of the immigrants had come from the 
north of Burope, in 1903 the percentage 
had fallen to 19% per cent. This is not 
a change for the better. The immi- 
grants from Italy, Austria and Russia 
show a lower grade of intelligence and 
morality than those from northwestern 
Europe. 


Mr. Byrne is not a pessimist in re- 
gard to immigration. He thinks we 
need the people, also that our develop- 
ment has been ma liy modified by 
Giversity of race, &:.d in an entirely 
wholesome way. Among other things, 
he believes the most marked effect of 
our own life, coming from direct con- 
tact with many peoples, is our relig- 
lous toleration, the United States being 
the only country in the world where 
religious toleration exists, and it exists 
with us only becatu-> we have neigh- 
bors of all shades of religious belief, by 
contact with whom we learn that while 
religious sentiment is valuable, it is 
unimportant through which telescope 
one looks at his star. He said: 

“If one is in doubt as to the good 
ceming through divergity of race, 1 
point to an illustration within our 
country.

At St. John’s Church. 

ESTERDAY at St. John's Episco- 

pal Church, Rev. Lawrence B. 

Ridgely announced his tuture plans 
for ministerial work. and preached 
from the text: .“Unte me, who am less 
than the least of all saints, is thi« 
grace given, that I should preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchad'e 
riches of Christ.” 

He said during his discoure:: “No 
right-minded man ever fees quite so 
humble as when a great honor is 
thrust upon him, or when people won 
he loves and trusts praise him. All 
wise men know too well their own fai:- 
ures and limitations to accept the 
judgment of other men, who have not 
known and who say ‘You deserve it 
all;’ or who show their trust by ask- 
ing to undertake great ——_ 
os You cannot fail to see why 
those words of my text come into my 
heart today as my message to you. 

n I realize the blessedness of the 
home in which I was raised, the patient 
conscientious faith of my father; the 
strong, wise and courageous religion 
of my mother: the holy influence of the 
blessed church, around me from my 
first infancy, the opportunities of edu- 
cation; the wonderful leadings in re- 
ligion; the blessed revelations of the 
power of Christ, and the nearness of 
God; when I remember all this, and 
yet recognize in myself the daily sins 
and shortcomings, the low plane of 
spiritual life on which I stand: the 
pitiable every-dayness 
character and attainments, 
wonder that I almost fear to say what 
today I recognize, that to me, as to 
that great apostie, in as great a de- 
gree, has come clearly the call of the 
Master, ‘Go preach to the Gentiles,’ 

‘ “I have been asked by the ate of 
Hankow to go back to my old field 
in China, and, ultimately to work spe- 
cially in the training of divinity stu- 
cents.

“Everyman.” | 

Rev. B. Fay Mills took for the theme 
of his address yesterday morning “The 
Play of Everyman.” Although assum- 
ing that all had heard the play, Mr. 
Mills told in a vivid manner and some- 
what in detail the story of the pilggim- 
age of Everyman, leaving out none of 
the force of the trials and triumphs of 
this human soul. Mr. Mills went on 
to say, “This was not a bad life. It 
was the kind of a life that so many of 
us are living, with the idea that we 
are here for our own pleasure or com- 
fort, to s-ek that which will minister 
io Everyman had chosen’ the 
friends that would interest and amuse 
him, and just as surely as you choosa 
vour friends from that standpoint, you 
Will be disappointed, 

“And so it is with our kindred and 
those who are born nearest to us. We 
think natural affection can satisfy. 
This is a touch above seeking com- 
panionship and pleasure, affection is 
higher and deeper than careless, selfish 
friendships, but is not abiding. 
merely to give us a glimpse of that di- 
vine love for all the human family, to 
show that we can associate on equal 
terms with all. Not even ‘flowers, 
poetry, protestations, nor even home in 
another heart can satisfy the awful 
soul and dwells within the clay.’ 

“And so also with Wealth. All have 
thought that wealth would have a sat- 
isfyi quality about it. There have 
been lower and higher ideas as to the 


use of riches, but the wrong emphasis” 


has been put upon earthly goods. The 
best things are never known through 

“When Everyman appealed to Good 
Deeds, however, we see an awakening 
of the better. He wanted good 
deeds selfishly, to minister to his com- 
fort, but he was on the right track, 
ana@ had his eyes in the right direc- 
tion. This was a gleam from the real, 
and Everyman was sent to Knowledge 
to learn what good deeds are for and 
that they are not that he might have 
peace. Ard so Everyman was taken 
to Confession that: he might learn 
what he was there for and change his 
mind. He learned that he should ask, 
rot, how may I please myself? but, 
How can I serve God? He tried to 
escape sir and suffering, but at last 
he saw that the best can only be 
learned through suffering, and he bore 
the scourge cheerfully, until it turned 
to a blessing. And at the end he came 
te see that even the things which min- 
ister to the hi expression of the 
life, when sought for themselves, have 
to desert us. Virtue and knowledge are 
all that remain, and are all that we 


need. 

“Now there are two striking ways in 
which we have outgrown the story of 
Everyman. First, there is the idea that 
Death is the aim of life, rewarded b 
a material heaven, or punished by 4 
material hell. We do not begin to I 
with real issues only after death, but 
are grappling with them now. The 
second idea is that agony is acceptable 
to God in the way of salvation. Tears 
are not what wants, but that we 
should pay our debts in lives of purity 
and righteousness and love. 

"On the other hand we have not out- 
grown the story of Everyman in what 
it tells us of the danger of the care- 
less attitude of ordinary men, nor of 
the uneratisfactory character of ordt- 
nary experience and the deceitfutnese 
of Nor can it speak to us 
strongly of the need of an awakening. 
‘Except ye repent, ye cannot enter into 
the kingdom of heaven.’ But the chief 
idea is that of the supreme value of 
Good Deeds. There is no salvation tn 
any fe but the righteous life. This 
after all is the great lesson of the play 
of-tiveryman and of the larger, longer 
play of which every man is the chief 
actor.” 


Truthfuiness. 


The eleventh sermon in the series 
flow being delivered by Rev. Frank 
Talmage from his pulpit in the First 
Presbyterian Church was given yes- 
terday, the preacher taking as his 
subject, “Fatal Faisehoods.”” Dr. Tal. 
mage emphasized the necessity of 
truthfulness in all relations of life—in 
business, in politics, in our social in- 
tercourse and in our religion. He said, 
in his discourse: 7

“To catalogue some of the equivoca-. 


ttens by which the Ananiages and the 
Sapphiras of the present day pervert 


the truth is the purpose of this ser- 
mon. We would prove that business 
lies, and social les, and political lies, 
and parental lies, and church lies, can 
never be clothed in white, and called 
‘white lies.” Every falsehood ts covered 
with the black pall of death—biack as 
the darkness of the bottomless pit. We 
would try to do this because there is 
a theory abroad that some lies are in- 
nocent and respectable, and that there 
is no harm if their black garments 
hang in the wardrobes of honest men. 

“Falsehoods in the business world: 
They nest and thrive especial! 
the haunts of barter and gain. They 
greet you at the opened doors of our 
large department stores. They pictor- 
ial themselves in circulars and 
newspaper. advertisements, which are 
sent broadcast over the cities and 
country districts. They pose in ficti- 
tious reparts of our large corporations, 
and exaggerate the annual dividends. 
They have for their paseports slips of 
white paper, purporting te represent 
bona fide stock, ‘whéreas the gold and 
silver and copper mines are purely 
imaginary. They enthrone themselves 
in the pits of the produce exchanges. 
They finger the keys of the telegraph 
instruments, when the breadstuffs are 
about to be cornered. They are just as 
much at home with the wholesale 
manipulator, aa with the retail dealer; 
with the great capitalists, as with 
the humble trader seated behind the 
counter of the little country store. We 
have all felt upon our hot cheeks the 
baleful touch of their infectious 
breath. They ride down with us when 
we go shopping in the morning. They 
come home with us when we turn our 
backs upon the ; ass offices at night. 

“Falsehoods in the social world! 
Why? Because, as David in his haste 
grossly declared, ‘All men are liars?” 
Oh, no. Because most people would in- 
tentionally and deliberately rob an tn- 
nocent man of his character, as a 
sneak thief might snatch a woman's 
pocketbook and run? Oh, no: but be- 
cause most people would rather hear 
ill of their neighbors than good. There- 
fore, when a falsehood is once started 
about a neighbor, it travels on with 
6even-league boots. And instead of 
having one emissary, it gradually en- 
lists ten, twenty, fifty, a thousand 
persons, to peddle its evil and trans- 
mit its destroying venom. 

“Remember, a lie is not always told 
with the lips. It can also be spoken 
by the hand and the foot. 
words my father ever wrote in his 
study were these: ‘The Language of 
Action.’ They were to be the caption of 
the next sermon he intended to write. 
Beware, oh, man, that when you at- 
tempt to speak in this ‘language of ac- 
tion,’ you shall not only have an hon- 
est tongue but a truthful hand and a 
truthful smile, a truthful shrug of the 
shoulders, a truthful foot, and also, 
very imperatively, a truthful silence. 
There is a time to speak! There is also 
a time to keep still. But if a man keeps 
still when he ought to speak, then si- 
lence itself may speak in the thunder- 
ous tones of the loudest affirmative, 
or of the loudest negative. Let your 
life in all its parts ye ‘yea, yea,’ and 
‘nay, nay.’ Some insects have a thous- 
and eyes. The human being, by the 
‘language of action.’ may have a thous- 


and tongues. These worship either at. 


the altar of truth, or at the satanic 
shrine of endless falsities.” 


Jesus's Mission. 

At the First United Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning, the pastor, 
Rev. Will W. Logan, spoke on the 
theme, “Jesus's Own Definition His 
Mission,” taking as his text, Luke 
12:10, “The Son of Man is come to 
seek and to save that which was lost.” 
He said in part: 


“The words occur in connection with’ 
the publican.,. 


the story of Zaccheus, 
There were those who murmured 
against Jesus when he went to lodge 
at the house of a publican. The 
radical change wrought in Zaccheus 
who became at once a different man, 
devoting half his income to charity, 
and restor.c% feur-fold co anvene ne 
had previously wronged—this was full 
answer to any complaint against the 
Master. But He uses the occasion to 
define His mission. . That mission is 
the seeking and saving of the lost. 

“We do te notice whet J-sus 
here calls Himself: ‘The Son «f Man.’ 
This emphasizes His humanity; but it 
by no means indicates that he is not 
the Son of God, also. A few of the 
connections in which the phrase is 
used make this clear. It is the Son 
of Man that ange:s of God ascend and 
descend upon; He is the one ladJder 
that reaches from earth.to heaven. It 
is the Son of Man who is to sit on 
the throne of His glory when before 
Him are gathered all nations. It as- 
serts His humanity; but it is His 
character as the universal man. Zac- 
cheus was a ‘son of Abraham:’ but 
Jesus was ‘Son of Man;’' He belongs 
to the race; not to any nation, 

“As He calls Himself the. Son of 
Man, so He calls us lost ones. It takes 
the matchless parables of Luke 15, 
to explain how truly men are lost. The 
sheep. lost and getting farther away 
in its efforts to find the fold; the coin, 
iying inert and helpless, but stamped 
with the image of the King; the boy 
deliberately turning his back on home, 
and going forth into sin—these para- 
Lies give us the picture of ourselves 
till Christ touched our lives. : 

“And He clearly states His mission 
to be the seeking and saving of the 
iost. He makes this His mission be- 


cause He sees the possibilities in man, . 


He sees man lost, but capable of rec- 
lamation. It is just as we make our 
mission to be His, that we shall grow 
like Him. We need the vision to see 
the lost with His pitying eyes, and 
then to see in them the possibilities 
in salvation that He sees in them. 


What is Man? 

At the First Christian Churfn yes- 
terday moining iter A. C. Sim'ther 
preached from Davii's questica: 
“What is Man?” He said in part: 

“As the shepherd lad lay watching 
his flock, beneath the Judean sky and 
seeing the revolving worlds on high, 
his own littleness wag impressed upon 
him and the burst forth In the language 
of text: What is man? It is was 
a very natural question, and doubtless 
as old as the race and bears upon its 
face freshness of eternal youth. It is 
important too, because upon one’s 
conception of himself in his nature, 
origin and destiny, depends one’s con- 
duct and character. 

“As answered by the infidel, man 
is a mystery. He is in this world by 
chance and goes out of it without hope. 
He ts the child of ignorance and the 
heir of uncertainty and the pilgrim to 
the realms of despair. The infidel is 
negative in his belief and has not a 
single ray of hope for this sorrowing 
world. Materialism denies al! person- 
ality and says that all nature is but 
matter In its diversified form and that 
man is in his essence the same as a 
tool. Ite message is hopelessness and 
its man ia a brother to the clod and 
his end is annihilation in the dust. 

“As opposed to those fertile fancies 
of man the Bible teaches first and 
fundamental that there is a persona} 
God, a supreme being from whom 
emanated a! things and that man is 
His creature, inade in His image and 
fashioned after His likeness. This like. 
ness consists in man’s moral, mental

and spiritual nature: in his power to 
thrive, to reason, choose, to worship, 
to learn, to have faith and hope, to 
have implanted within his bosom an 
eternal hope, an imperishable nature. 
This high nature is often marred by 


‘| sin, polluted by evil but within every 


man is divine life, ‘the vital spark of 
the heavenly, flame. He is created 
lower than the angels in his spiritual 
nature and yet they wing their flight 
from cerulean heights to,do service to 
them that are heirs of saivation. There 
is a very intimate relation between the 
spiritual nature of man and the great 
unseen Spirit—who rules in all things. 
In his creation man was-given great 
authority and dominion over all crea- 
tures. That superiority has always 


‘been unconsciotisly recognized by the 


lower orders of creatures. .Man con- 
tinues his work of subjecting the world 
to his authority. The desert, the 
prairie, the forest yield to his genius 
and work, 

“No truer and more important tri- 
bute was ever paid to the worth of 
man than the fact that Jesus Christ

his divine destiny; and to reveal te 


him the true character and nature of 
his Father, who its all supreme.

‘ercce,” but grace is the opposite of 
justice and how: to reconeile these two? 
‘For by grace have ye been’ saved and 
that not of yourselves it is the gift of 
God.’ 


“Bit what right has God to give sal- 
vation after a man has sinned agains 
His law? What does grace mean? it 
means unmerited faver. A favor not 
deserved. When we get to the glory 
and look upon Jesus as our brother

myself or anything that I have done, 
but I stand here by the grace of God. 
“We use the word grace in many 
ways, Three days of grace on a note 
due always stands for something un- 
merited. How can God show unmerited 
to a man simply because he 
believes in Christ. Think about this as 
a legal matter. I see many lawyers 
here tonight. 1 believe in lawyers. I 
know one city wher: for yeara every 
Sunday-school superintendent was 
lawyer. I have founc many religious 
consecrated. men w.o were lawyers. 
I studied for the Jaw brt Ged called 
me out for a special work. A lawyer 


will understand. Study the civil gov- 


ernment of our country and you will 
see the value of law. But speaking of 
the law of God, what would be accom- 
plished if all men should die for their 
sins? The law we id be honored. God's 
law demands and deserves it. God's 
laws are all holy, just and good. They 
establish the right relation between 
the Creator and the creature, and 
they .provide for the best interestts 
of the creature. 

“What is atonement? If we receive 
the just recompense of eternal death 
the law is honored. There is advice 
and there is law. The going against 
advice, incurs no penalty but the 
breaking of the law does. This leads 
to hell. God never will take a man into 
heaven who bring» hell in his soul.

minican customhouses by them, sup- 
ported by their warships, has deemed 
it advisabie, in view of the unfortunate 
financial conditions in Santo Domingo, 
which for the last ten years have been 
rapidly growing worse, to accept the 
irvitation of the Dominican govern- 
ment, and therefore representative. of

LOCAL RUSSIA 
MUCH STIRRED. 


Excitement in Los Angeles 
Muscovite Colony. 


Expression of Sympathy for 
the Government. — 


Recruits Ready to Go and 
Fight for the Czar. 


There was a great stir last evening 
at the Russian headquarters on West- 
ern avenue, where a number of locai 
Russians had gathered to discuss the 
crisis in their country’s affairs. 
Until yeterday little interest has 
been manifested by the Russians of 
this city, who have been content to 
allow matters to take their course. It 
has been easy to discern the 
Muscovites a tendency to rest all their 
hope in the powerful hand of the Czar, 
which they confidently believed would 
eventually triumph in spite of pres- 
ent Glansters. 


Grizzlea veterans who had seen 
oe in the Russian army toid of the 
ty struggles had enabled the 
nation to take heft place in the front 
ranks of the great powers; beardiless 
youths listened and wondered: and 
throughout the gathering was a feel- 
ing: so intense that its sentiment was 
expressed in the singing of the Rus- 
sian war songs with which the meet- 
ing finally broke up for the night. 
SYMPATHIZE WITH CZAR. 
Among the loca) Russians are those 
who are in constant touch with the 
national party at St. Petersburg, and 
almost to a man, it is said, the Rus- 
ta ood of this city are in sympathy with 
There. are about two hundred Rus- 
sians in the local co colony, and they de- 
clare that should their services ever 
be peg ge country they will 
lose e in making their 
the seat of war 
This sentiment, it was learned last 
evening, is fostered by men who quite 
recently were in the Russian army, 
and who have come directly from Rus- 
sia. Only a few days ago a party 
of Russian military men arrived and 
yesterday it was said that seventy- 
five young Russians scarcely one of 
whom is over 21 years of age, had 
been brought to this city with the 
avowed intention of forming the nu- 
cleus of a number of companies to be 
recruited here.
